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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Esaki et 
al (5,613,991). 

Esaki et al teach an air intake duct for a vehicle comprising an air exhaust port 
having a cross section of a rectangular shape (col. 1 , lines 10-21), a cuttable groove 
(17) formed at the external wall for inserting an air filter (9) into the air intake duct 
through a hole formed by cutting out the groove (see 9 & 17 in Fig. 3; col. 4, lines 1-4) 
wherein the cuttable groove is in the form of a continuous channel around a closed 
rectangular shape and is formed on a surface facing the insertion direction of air filter 
(see Fig. 3), and the exhaust port coupled to an inlet portion of a blower housing (col. 3, 
lines 36-41). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

- Dang et al (6,1 36,057) disclose a ventilation and filtering system for vehicles. 

- Chittenden et al (6,355,077 B1 ) disclose an air filter in vehicle. 

- Willig et al (6,641 ,636 B2) disclose a filter structure.
